The fire started in the Oven Soard block, 
a six story structure, owned by the Keep 
estate, Ft ts said to have started from an Lorgan. 
explosion in the basement which contains a 
arme electric power plant used to furnish 
light and power for the Quilding and for a 
dozen or More others in that end adjoining 
hlwcks.

The date for the reassembling of the legis- 
ture depends upon what happens in the 
opinions which will be handed down by the 
IiMnois Supr court, whose adjournment 
day is now set Thursday.

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Interviewer Catches 
the Poet Maeterlinck. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 18.—Maurice Maeterlinck, who a 
while ago was reported to have wagered he 
could succeed in eluding the vigilance of Ameri- 
can interviewers during the short visit he is 
about to pay to the United States, appeared 
greatly taken aback tonight when, alighting 
from the Cote d'Azur expre@s, he found a cor- 
respondent awaiting him on the platform of the 
Gare de Lyons, 

At the mere suggestion of an interview the 
poet’s usually smiling face clouded and his 
faithful dog, evidently trained not te let 
etrangers approach its master, growled. When, 
however, he discovered that some minutes had 
to be spent in the railroad station before the 
usual formalities of arrival were gone through, 
Maeterlinck seemed suddenly to make up his 
mind and sat on a trunk, quieted the dog, and 
proceeded to answer questions in a most laconic 
manner: 

a shall certainly pay a visit to America,” he 
said. “ Maybe I shall go via Montreal, maybe 
via Siberia, maybe by some other way. Maybe 
I shall go now, maybe later; I don't know my- 
self. But in any case I object to being inter- 


‘viewed. 


“Those who wish to know my thoughts and 
feelings have only to read my works. y visit 
to America will be strictly private and will not 
include any public speaking. My wife does all 
the talking, and she is always right.“ 

Asked what he thought of the plans of the 
Boston opera people, in which city “ Pélléas et 
Melisande will be given both as opera and as 
drama, he said he believed the experiment will 
prove interesting to the public hear not to him.

Economical Housekeeping 


Christmas Little Cakes. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


UR best bakers are this year putting up 

a variety of little cakes in one, 

and four pound boxes at 50 cents per 

pound, There are kisses, meringues, 

macaroons, marzipan, wafers, sticks, 

bars, diamonds, springerle, pepper nuts, honey 

cakes, almond cakes, etc., few of them more 

than an inch or two across, stamped, fruit 

and nut decorated, iced, colored, sprinkled 

with sugar, and cut in many shapes. The con- 

tents of these boxes are ‘most prettily varie- 
gated, 

The amateur cook hesitates before most lit- 
tle cake recipes because the exact amount of 
fiour is not given. “ Flour enough to roll out” 
is a very uncertain quantity, seemingly, in 
doughs where the only wets are butter and 
eggs. With such a recipe the amateur’s little 
cakes are quite as r to be big cakes, de- 
fore they have got through spreading, in 
which process they are only stopped by their 
neighbors. The experienced cook tries the 
baker’s trick of putting these doughs, contain- 
ing considerable butter, on ice, thus saving 
flour, and the day, sometimes. 


~~ 


Easier and quicker than the rolled out 
cookies are the meringues and kisses. These 
are dropped from the spoon or put in a pastry 
bag, or a paper cone substitute, and squeezed 
out in wreathes or roses or rings, 

Kisses—The white of one egg, four even 
tablespoons of sugar, one-half cup of chopped 
nuts, a little vanilla. Beat egg to stiff froth, 
mix in the sugar and nuts and flavor.. Drop 
on baking sheet by teaspoonfuls. Bake in 
moderate oven. 

Peanut Cookies—Chop or crush very fine 
one-half pint of peanuts. Cream together one 
tablspoonful of butter and one-half cup of 
sugar, add two small eggs and one tablespoon 
of milk, a good pinch of salt, the peanuts, and 
about one and a fourth cups of flour—enough 
to make a soft dough, but not too soft, Bake 
in a moderate oven, This will make at least 
three dozen and a half of two inch across 
cookies, :

Maple Cookies—Cream one-half cup 
of butter with one-half cup of shaved maple 
Sugar and one-half cup of granulated sugar. 
Add one well beaten egg, one tablespoon of 
water with it, and one teaspoon of baking 
powder sifted in about one and three-quarters 
cups of flour—sufficient to roll out, but batter 
must not be too stiff. Bake rather quickly.

ago on the new basis of figuring. 

As expected by the trade the oats acreage 
figures were greatly increased. The total 
area sown to oats was placed at 7.788.000 
acres, compared to 87,873,000 acres in 1910, 
and 35,159,000 acres in 1909. The total oats 
crop was swelled to 922,208,000 bu and the 
crop @ year ago was raised from 1,127,000,000 
bu to 1.180,613,000 bu. 


Spring Wheat Shows Reduction. 

The total crop of spring and winter wheat 
Was estimated at 621,338,000 bu, against 635,- 
121,000 bu in 1910 and 683,350,000 bu in 1900. 
The preliminary report for 1011 estimated 
the total wheat crop at 655,000,000 bu, or 
about 24,000,000 bu more than the final fig- 
ures. The total crop of 1910 was overesti- 
mated about 60,000,000 bu.
